dent at Tokio has’ telegraph 
reports of skirmishes of greater or 
less importance in the t plain to 
the south-west of Mukden, between 
the Shaho and the Hunho, and on 
the west of the Hunho. The battle 
of Heikoutai checked very effectually 
for the time the attempt of General 
Gripenberg to cut the railway 
between Shanhopu and Liaoyang, 
and reach, if possible, Liaoyang itse 
It failed, because the Russians can- 
not meet the Japanese on equal 
terms with any hope of success, and 
because the Japanese Intelligence 
Department is so well served that 
they knew bey almost to the 
minute when Gripenberg was goin; 
to start and the direction he pro- 
to take. Marshal Oyama 
could not send-against the Russians 
‘a force sufficient to turn Gripenberg’s 
retreat into a rout owing to the 
danger of weakening his centre and 
right, a proceeding of which Kuro- 
patkin would almost certainly have 
taken advantage. We are constant- 
ly told that a big battle near 
‘Mukden is impendi Ra and that on 
e continuance 
of the war. As we pointed out some 
time ago, the Russians and the 
Japanese are so strongly entrenched, 
‘one on either side of the Shaho, that 
neither can safely make-a frontal 
attack on the other. The Japanese 
do not want to attack; delay is no 


38° | disadvantage to them because the re- 


orted partial breakdown of the trans- 
Biberian railway is doing their work 


for them with Kuropatkin’s army. 
The Russian General is being 
undoubtedly urged from St. Pe- 
tersburg to achieve some kind 
of a success, partly to divert the 
Russian people, and partly because 
it is only with one success to 
her credit that Russia can make 
pesice without utter humiliation. The 
central positions of both armies being 
so strong, Kuropatkin must either 
attack the Japanese right, which 
means hill fighting in which the 
Russians are confessedly no match 
for their enemies, or repeat General 
Gripenberg’s advance into the plains 
on the Japanese left. ‘The constant 
artillery fire that the Rnssians have 
kept upon the Japanese centre and 
right is no doubted intended to pre- 
vent Oyama withdrawing any troo) 
from the armies of Generals Kuroki 
‘and Nozn to strengthen General Oku ; 
and the news we have had several 
times during the past week, that the 
Russinns are feverishly constructin 
entrenchments— rather difficult tas 
with the ground frozen as hard as 
iron—in the vicinity of Changtan, on 
the right bank of the Hunho, shows 

le where Kuropatkin i going 
the next attack, and indee 
a telegram has been published stating 
that he has been advised from St. 
Petersburg uot to fight among the 
hills, but in the plain. 

The “Japan Daily Mail” does not 
tak» a favourable view of the Russian 
conditions at any time, butit is prob- 
ably quite correct in reporting thab 
“great confusion is said to exist at 
Makden, where thousands of wounded 
have to be cared for under the most 
trying conditions. These men must 
have suffered terribly. They had to 
be carried a distance of 85 miles from 
the field of battle, and no railway was 
available to mercifully shorten their 
progress through snow, ice, and piero- 
ingeold. With whatever rapidity the 
feld hospital corpe worked, bun eds 
upon hnndreds of wounded men must 
have lain on the stretchers in the 
open for several days, and it is stated 
that on their arrival in the Mukden 
hospitalsthere was a lamentable lackof 
means to relieve them owing to scar- 

















city of fuel. It cannot he wondered 
at that surrenders are numerous from 
the Russian side, And here we may 
mention thatthe curious feature of 
deserters coming in with loads of 
miliet straw is explained by the fact 
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that they leave the enemy's lines 
with instructions to gather this com- 
modity. One reason they give for 
surrendering—ths principal reason 
indeed—is that since Port Arthur 
has fallen there is nothing to reward 
the de tion of the Russian armi-s 
in th ilieys of the Hun and the 
Shalio, masmuch as Russia has. lost 
she;only part of Manchuria that she 
‘could call ber own,” . 

The “Mail” gues on to show that 
it is impossible to believe that 
Gripenberg acted independently of 
Kuropatkin in his operations in the 
-Feunho'valley.. ‘That the operations 
turned out so badly, was largely due 
to a terrific snow. storm which began 
just as Gripenderg’s force was’ put 
ain motion aud lasted for four days. 
‘That attack having failed, we can only 
conjecture what Kuropatkin’s next 
move will be. Only if his condition. 
were becoming desperate, would he 
rigk a general attack ou the Japanese 
front, ‘There are reports that the 
next attack will be made on the 
Japanese right avd towards the 
Corean border; but the Japanese will 
‘know beforehand which is to be the 
serious onslaught and which the 
feint, and we may trust them to be 

Meanwhile no-one, out- 

side the Japancse headquarters, 
seems to know what has become of 
the Third Army from Port Arthur 
under General Nogi. It was at one 
‘time thought that General Gripen- 
berg’s operations were intended to 
intercept this force before it could 
join Marshal Oyama, but it does not 
seem to have taken any part in the 
‘fight, for none of its olficers are 
among the killed and wounded, All 
we know is that General Nogi is 
with it and bas taken it to “a certain 
pplace;” but where that place is, is a 
mystery at present unsolved, 

‘Referring again to the surrender 
of. “Port Arthur, we learn from the 
“Mail” that'the ammunition found 
in the place would have served for a 
ponsiderable continpance of the de- 
fence, ‘The list of stores, too, that 
fell into Japanese hands shows that 
“there. was abundance of everything 
except vegetables. Flour, barley, 
meal, vodka, champagne, and so 
forth—great quantities of one ond 
all. Qu,the score of provisions there 
was actually no hardship whatever;” 
while it wayld have exercised a per- 
smavent, gffect on the situation if 
General Stisgel. had held General 
Nogi’s force at Port Arthur for 
another two months,

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THE NAVAL LESSONS 
OF THE PRESENT 
war. 


18th February. 

Eve more interesting than those 
of tle military side are the teachings 
of the,:naval warfare of the past 
twelve. months, for while the effect 
of high explosives and quick-firing 
gans was. well-known in military 
‘operations, practically nothing at 
had been proved as to the powers in 
offence and defence of the same 
weapons afloat. We gladly avail 
ourselves, therefore, of the detailed 
‘account of, the battle of August 10th 
last, a8 published in the “Scientific 
American,” ‘to complete our know- 
ledge, so" far as that is possible at 
the present time, of the effect of 
battle upon the high seas under 
modern..conditions. Of the main 
facts our readers have long bein 
cognisant. It will be remembere 
that on Aug. 10th, 1904, the 
Russian fleet ab Port Arthur made a 
sortie. Leaving the harbour at six 
in the morning, it steered for the 
open sea, only a very weak force of 
the enemy being in evidence at_ the 
time. The Russian force consisted 
of six battleships, four modern cruis- 
ers, eight destroyers, and various, 
other craft.; To sweep away mine 
cbstructions and similar dangers the 
fighting ships were preceded by 
cruisers in pairs with a steel hawser 
from stem to stem, by which means 
such mines as were not exploded as 
they. lay were torn from their 
moorings and set afloat, a method of 
removal to which we are probably 
indebted for not a few of the terrible 
floating dangers which even now are 
frequently. being . reported. ‘The 
fighting feeb followed in line ahead, 
or in single file, as the soldier would 
express it, Japanese torpeda-boats 
tried to sow mines in the path of the 
approaching armada, and the little 
band of cruisers was soon joined by 
the van of the main Japanese fleet. 
This was about 11 a.m. Fire was 
opened at,a range estimated ‘at. 8,000 
metres, and a ruoning fight took 
place. But little by little the Japan- 
ese seem to have been left behind. 
They were in fact waiting for a 
reinforcement. of cruisers before 
trying to join battle in grim earnest. 


By 3 pm, their v baying 
arrived, they bad drawn, up level, 
still keeping up their firing distance, 
Sthich they never allowed to come 


Within closer range than some 6,000 
to 7,000 metres. ‘Movements follow-

Tt was then that the damage to 
the Russian squadron began to. be, 
serious, The Czarewitch, which was 
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leading the van, had her rudder |‘ 


struck and jammed hard a-port 
causing her to circle out of the line, 
the Retvisan doing likewise, but in 
the opposite direction. Then in the 
twinkling of an eye all,was disorder, 
the Retvisan turned her prow towards 
Port Arthur, and the other vessels 
nothing loth, followed her example, 
if some of them did not precede her. 
‘The cruisers tried to escape indepen- 
dently, with the result shat the 
Askold took shelter here, the Diana 
got as far as Saigon, the Novik was 
destroyed by the Japanese, and the 
Pallada got, back into port only to 
suffer an more ignominious 
fate. Of the battleships only the 
Czarewitch remained outside. She 
was the most battered of all, and was 
the object of repeated torpedo attacks, 
Her fannels were sv badly knocked 
‘about that in place of some 80 tous 
of coal which would have ordinarily 
supplied her needs for such a 
distance, she burat 470 tons. Be- 
sides the damage to her steering 
gear, her couning tower had been 
wrecked, her compasses smashed or 
disordered, and some of her plates 
unrivetted by ashell. It was largely 
by chance that she sighted the Shan- 
tung Promontory when she did, and 
thus got into Tsingtao. 

She had received fifteen shots from 
the main armament of her enemy, of 
which number all were twelve-inch 
but two, proof positive of the wonder- 
fal precision of the Japanese gunners 
even ab the extreme ranges at which, 
with the best of reasons, Admiral 
Togo had elected to fight. It is not 
surprising that the Russian officers 
were astonished at such practice. 
Some of the vessels which left Port 
‘Arthur on that memorable day fired 
their guns then for the first time! 
Careful examination of the damage 





to the Czarewitch showed that the | m 


Tapanese shells frequently exploded 
too soon, and thus wasted their 
strength outside doing little damage 
internally. ‘There was very little 
damage, too, from the splintering of 
wood, neither did the decks, though 
of wood, take fire, as had been 
thought inevitable. In no place was 
the armour pierced, the one shot 
which got home between wind and 
water failing to get through, though, 
as above stated, it started rivets and 
caused some leaking. The turrets 
were struck without any injury to 
speak of. 

It may be said that these are more 
of less negative results, and that it 
should be go might have been predict- 
ed had it been known that the firing 
would take place at such long dist- 
ancea. We have not sufficient 
reason to think that ina Western 
naval war the practice of the Japanese 
would be repeated, notwithstanding 
the fact that England is said to 
comtemplate the building of vessels

The 
Toss of a few ships would not deter us 
from taking risks, since our aim 
would be the atter annihilation of an 
enemy's force at whatever cost to our 
own, : 

‘The opivion seems to be general 
that the Japanese torpedo work has 
not been ip to expectatione. That 
the boats have been handled as bold- 
ly and asskilfully as poms is allow- 
ed, but there must some defect 
somewhere or the results would have 
been greater. As for the Russian 
torpedo craft, they appear to have 
been considered by their Adinirals as 
nothing but an encumbrance, which 
instead of being a source of protec- 
tion had to be protected. At night 
they were quite useless. On several 
occasions the advantage in speed 
gave the Japanese a superiority of 
which they made every possible use, 
But over and above all other lessons 
are these two: Ist. That the best 
shooting fleet, other things bein, 
equal, will emerge triamphant; 2nd. 
That the battleship is still the 
arbiter of the sea,

MR. GABRIEL JAMES 
MORRISON. 


Ith February. 
The long and inevitably fatal 
illness of Mr. Gabriel James Morri- 
ton, aneurism of the heart, ended in 
his death at home on Saturday last. 
It is cnly three years since he went 
home “fur good,” but he left here 
enduring monuments in bricks and 
fortar, and in the hearts of a very 
large circle of friends and acquaint- 
ances who respected, admired, und 
loved him. A more capable, more 
hardworking, more sterling man in 
every way, Shanghai has seldom, if 
ever, numbered among its residents, 
‘and his coming here at all was what 
we lightly call “a mere fluke.” A 
sketch of his life was given when his 
health was proposed ut the farewell 
dinner given him, three years ago 
this month, by the officers afd non- 
commissioned officers of the S. v.C., 
who served under him when he was 
Commandant of the Corps, and it 
will be found in full in the “North- 
Coina Herald” of the 5th of 
February, 1902. A Glasgow Univer- 
sity man, he acted during his last 
year there as assistant, to Professor 
Thomson, now the great Lord Kelvin, 
and after graduating, he served his 
apprenticeship as a civil engineer, 
‘and assisted the Professor in his 
experiments reliminary to the laying 
of the first Ktlantic cable. He was 
on the Niagara when the first cable 
was laid in 1858, and sent the last 
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message through before that cable 
became silent for ever. Then he 
went to London and was for eleven 
years with Sir James Brunlees, after 
which, in 1874, he started on his 
own account in London. His coming 
out tv China was the result of his 
inviting his old friend Baker to meet 
Dixon, the contractor, at dinuer at his 
Club, a casual conversation on China 
ending in his being appointed Chief 
Engineer of the first Woosung Rail- 
way and at the game time repre-en- 
tative of the contractore. He soon 
started in business here as civil 
engiueer and architect and built up 
befure long the fine business now 
carried on by his successors, Messrs. 
Scott and Carter. 

In 1859, Mr. Morrison joined the 

First Lanarkshire Engineers, and was 
ven a commission in a Rifle Corps 
in 1862, so that he was already a 
good deal of a soldier when he joined 
hhe S. V: C. in 1879. By sheer merit 
pe worked himself up to the highest 
tosition’ in the force, the S. V.C. 
being, as he told his hosts at the 
dinner, the only one in which he 
had served as a private and as 
Commanding Officer. The energy 
und ability that he put into every- 
thing he undertook did not desert 
him as a Volunteer, aud the corps 
was, with all respect to his pre- 
devessors and successors, never more 
efficient than under his command, 
He served the public also as a 
Municipal Councillor from 1886 to 
1889, being Vice-Chairman all the 
time ; and his proposals in 1880 for 
a Municipal Water Supply, his 
“Memorandum on the Municipal 
finances of Shanghai” in 1897, 
and his suggested “Budget aud 
Financial Statement for the 
Municipality of Shanghai,” a 
pamphlet of some 80 pages, also 
published in 1897, are monuments 
of his devotion to the public weal. 
Our own columns were largely in- 
dedted during many years to his 
wide knowledge, his ability, his ex- 
perience, and his power of expressing 
his thoughts. He was a good citizen, 
anda good friend, and his well-stored 
mind made him’ always a delightful 
companion. 
ir. Morrison. was t:sice married. 
His widow, herself one of Shanghai’s 
most popular girls {s the second 
daughter of a very well-known old 
Shanghai hand, Captain John P. 
Roberts, and if the sympathy of 
hundreds of friends can in any way 
mitigate her sorrow at his loss, she 
can be certain that it is most fally 
hers. 

Mr. Morrison went home in 1902, 
retiring from workin China, but never 
losing his interest in Shanghai. He 
was much too active-minded to retire 
altogether, and he started in London 
as a consulting engineer, in which he 
would certainly have made his mark 
but for the illness to which he has at 


last succumbed after a brave strug j-Dake of 1871 to the Sans Pareil of 








gle, leaving a sensible gap in the 
hearts of all who knew him and had 
learnt his value. He was still on 
the uphill side of seventy, but seem- 
edalways youngerthan his years. The 
epitaph on Inigo Jones might well 
be applied to him: 

“Lie light upon him, Earth, though 

he 
Laid many a heavy load on thee!” 








THE CONDENSATION 
OF THE BRITISH 
NAVY. 


15th February. 

The thoroughgoing way in which 
Admiral Sir Juho Fisher has under- 
taken the task of making the Briti-h 
Navy more efficient as a fighting 
force, is, shown by the fict stated in 
“Engineering” of the 6th ult., that 
he has deleted from the Navy List 
about 120 vessels, which are now 
regarded, for one reason or another, 
as non-efficient. Sir John’s aim is 
that there shall be in commission in 
fature an active fleet and a reserve 
fleet, each ship of the latter bein, 
ready for service at a moment's 
notice. Of the 120 vessels in ques- 
tion, many of the best of which we 
for sale, some, says “Engineering,” 
“are comparatively new ; others have 
only recently been repaired ; but the 
First Sea Lord very wisely takes the 
view that it is better to ‘cut your 
losses’ than to continue expenditure 
without effective results. Such of 
these 120 vessels as are in the home 
ports are to be expelled from the 
useful anchorage which they occupy, 
to make way for the commissioned 
ships to lie like lions couchaut ready 
for the spring. The other obsolete 
vessels ure to be brought home at 
once from foreign stations, where 
they only incur unremunerative ex- 
penditure. Five new anchorages 
have been selected for the layirg up 
of these vessels, probably until such 
time as there is a suitable market, 





when they will be sold out of the! 


service. In the meantime, it is 
intended to place on board only one 
or two watchmen, so that no cost 
will be incurred for upkeep. These 
anchorages are located, two of them 
on the Clyde, in the Kyles of Buta, 
where fourteen ships will be sent; in 
the Holy Loch, where nine ships will 
be movred; in the River Forth, 
where thirty vessels wi!l be l.cated, 
mostly of the small gunboat and 
sloop type; in the Blackwater River 
in the South of Irelaod, where 
eighteen vessels are to be ber:hed ; 
and at the Mother Bunk, between 
Spithead and Cowes, where the great 
majority of the small vessels will be 
located. So far as we can learn, the 
list of 120 vessels will include eight 
battleships, dating from the Iron 





1889. Included in this number aro 
some of the old central-battery battle- 
ships, notably the Alexandra, the 
Superb, and the Iron Duke, whilst 
the early turret ships—Hero, Con- 
ueror, and Drendnought—will meet 
the same fate. One of the Admiral 
class—the Collingwood—is also to 
be sent to anchorage, so that the 
probabilities are that, as time elapses, 
all this class will follow the same 
course, There will accordingly re- 
main in the service only such battle- 
ships as have been built during the 
last fourteen years (beginning with 
the Royal Sovereign class) under 
the Naval Defence Act. Of armoured 
cruisers there will be removed ten, 
including the Northampton, of 1878; 
the Impérieuse, of 1886; and the 
Warspite, with the seven vessels of 
the Australian class constructed 
in 1888, As regards unarmoured 
cruisers, there is quite a large fleet, 
some of them belonging to the Naval 
Defence Act fleet of 1890.” 

“Engineering” specially commends 
Sir John Fisher for his pluck in con- 
demning practically every unarmoitr- 
ed vessel in the navy. Even 6-inch 
guns, which it is the fashion now to 
condemn as pop-guns, can defeat any 
unarmoured vessel ; therefore, we are 
told, it is idle to place any reliances 
except for very subsidiary duty, upon 
even the most modern unarmoured 
vessel, and it is a waste of money to 
continue spending money on them 
for repairs and upkeep. Of course, 
third-class cruisers and guuboats 
and sloops are supposed to be of no 
use in a naval battle, so that they are 
all to go: “and the aim is to coufine 
the effective fleet of the Navy to 
three or four distinct types of vessels, 
aotably, battleships, armoured cruis- 
ers, very fast scouts, and torpedo- 
bout destroyers, also of exceptionally 
high speed.” 

‘A feeling of sadness, something 
akin to that which arises from a walk 
through a cemetery, is inevitably 
the result of an examination of the 
“List of Vessels available for subsi- 
diary services, Hulks, and Vessels for 
Sale,” in the January “Navy List.” 
Here are many old friends whom we 
never thought we had seen for the 
last time; the Algerine, sloop; the 
Archer, 3rd-class cruiser ; the Bram- 
ble and Britomart, than which no 
more suitable gunboats ever came to 
Cuina, and which are only some five 

ears old ; the 8rd-class cruiser Caro- 
ine ; the Iron Duke, battleship; the 
Isis, 2nd-class cruiser ; the Marathon, 
3rd-class cruiser; the Phoenix, sloop; 
the Pigmy, gunboat ; the Plover, gun- 
boat; the Rosario, sloop ; the impossi- 
ble Twe-d, one of Admiral Ryder’s 
gunboats; and the Wivern, built 
originally for the Confederate navy, 
taken over by the British Govern- 
ment, and sent many years ago to 
assist in the defence of Hongkong, 
where she is now to discharge the 
ignominjous but valuable duties ofa 
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distilling ship and steam reserve | translations of Professor Jenks's pro-

Of the other sloops that were on this 
station lately, the Espégle and 
Matiue have changed their names to 
‘Argo and Azov, respectively, and are 
condemurd to finish their career as 
parts of the Southampton Boom 
Defence. Sir John Fisher's action 
is obviously entirely right if the 
sole intention of the British navy 
hereafter is to fight naval battles; 
but it has taken upon itself also for 
many years the duty of policing the 
high seas, and the rivers of China, 
and this duty we are apparently 
about to abandon. G-rmany seems 
to have taken on herself the policing 
of the Yangtze; and it is qnite 
natural that the police duties which 
we used to undertake almost ex- 
clusively, should’ be shared with 
other Powers now that they have so 
largely udded to their numbers of 
available ships. But we cannot help 
feeling that Sir Juhn Fisher has not 
realised the great assistance that the 
smaller cruisers and gunboats of the 
Jnpavese navy have given to Ad- 
miral Togo. The British sloops and 
gunboats now laid up in Hongkong 
could, of course, be rapid'y put in 
comniission again, if they were 
wanted; but this would be at the 
expense of the big ships from which 
their crews must in the first instance 
bejdrawn ; and they would have their 
crews depleted just when they would 
want every man themselves, It is 
to be fenred, too, that the Navy xs a 
whole will suffer from the withdrawal 
of all the unarmoured vessels, except 
destroyers and submarines. ‘The in- 
dependent command of a gunboat 
or a sloop gave a young officer a 
much wider edneation thin he can 
get as a subordinate officr on a 
battleship. In China, for instance, 
or in African or Indian waters, he 
often had to be a diplomatist us well 
asa naval officer; and the capacity 
for diplomacy which the late Lord 
Salisbury said he could always rely 
on finding in an Admiral, was often 
firt displayed, and had its first 
chance of exercise, when that Admiral 
was the commander of a gunboat 
armed chiefly with one muzzle- 
Jouding 64-poun ier. 








H. E. CHANG 
CHIH-TUNG ON 
CURRENCY REFORM.

Ir it was difficult to understand 
the tirade against Sir Robert Hart 
published by H. E. Chang Chih- 
tung ina Memorial to the Throne 
—a tirade '9 which we drew at- 
tention some time ago,—it is still 
more difficult to understand his 
tirade against Professor Jenks, a 
translation of which we have just 
published, It ig possible that’ the

the Viceroy were not as clear as they 
might be, but whatever be the rea- 
son, it is evident that the Viceroy 
does not understand the proposals; 
that the necessity for, or value of, 
currency reform does not appeal to 
him at all; and that he regards the 
proposition as an insidious scheme 
for robbing China of her control 
over her own finances. ‘The self- 
conceit of the Viceroy is simy 
monumental. In reporting on 


is 
interview with Professor Jenks, he 


says: “The foreign Commissioner's 
arguments, though far-fetched and 
off the mark in many instances, 
were successively combated by the 
memorialist, while, on his part, the 
foreigner was unable to make sub- 
stantial replies to the various ques- 
tions I advanced and on which I 
desired information. He merely 
said that his ideas and mine were 
identical on the main points, and 
that when the time came to settle 
matters he would arrange — satis- 
factorily the points concerning which 
I had expressed apprehension, and 
add them into his scheme.” It will 
be seen that the Viceroy’s long and 
distinguished career, and the honour 
in which he is in many respects 
justly held, have entirely obliterated 
in his case the humility and self- 
depreciation which are supposed to 
be inseparable from the Chinese 
official’s character, and to be in- 
evitable constituents of Chinese 
politenees and courtesy. He goes 
on to say: “Since then I bave 
carefully read C mmissioner Jenk: 
Currency Scheme for — Chi 
ete, and hive come to the 
conclusion that the arguments are all 
empty and unsubstantial and that, 
furthermore, they are so pregnant 
with culamities that my heirt was 
struck cold with fear when I read 
them.” 

The gist of the Vic-roy's opposition 
is in the following paragraph : “ Now

In no country through- 
vut the whole world be it strong, or

The Viceroy 
wishes it to be clearly understood 
that he at least is a patriot, an ignor- 
ant, obstinate, and intensely conceited 
patriot ; and he entirely ignores what 
he mnst know perfectly well, that 
through the ignorance, obstinacy, 
and conceit, of which he is such a 
gluing example, his country has 
ceased to be an independent entity, 
and is bonnd by treaties which give

After inveighing strongly against 
Professor Jenks for suggesting that 
foreigners shall be employed at first 
to set Currency Reform in operation 
in China, while entirely ignoring the 
fact that he himself has always been, 
and still is, fore d to employ foreign- 
ers to mauage the numerous Western 
industries and inventions on which 
he has lavished with more or less 
success the funds of the Hukuang 
provinces, the Viceroy goes on to 
how his entire inability to under- 
stand Professor Jenks’s scheme to 
make the proposed silver currency of 
China permanently exchangeable for 
gold at the rate of 32 to 1. “ What 
seems to the memorialist to ba 
beyond comprehension,” be says, 
“is the proposal to strike new 
silver coins and arbitrarily cause 
their value to stand at a ratio of 32 
to 1, that is to say, make thirty-two 
taels' weight of silver to equal one 
tael weight of gold, by which it is 
claimed that a substantial and lu- 
crative profit of twenty per cent 
could be obtained, the abject being 
no doubt to excite the cupidity of 
China.” The Viceroy evidently does 
not understand that Professor Jenks 
does not pretend for a moment to 
make thirty-two taels’ weight of 
silver equal ‘one tael weight of gold : 
he is dealing not with silver, but 
with silver coins minted by’ the 
Government, a very different thing. 
It is amusing to notice that later on 
the Viceroy himself proposes to fix 
an arbitrary value of copper in terms 
of silver, while denying the possi- 
bility of doing the same thing (est 
silver and gold, Evidently his know- 
ledge of affairs is so limited, that he 
ignores entirely the success of tho 
currency reform which Professor 
Jenks proposes, in India, the Straits, 
the Philippines, and Japan. 

The Viceroy’s knowledge of econo- 
mical questions generally is even 
more limited than Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s, and he shows that he considers 
that the ideal conditions of a pros- 
rous State would be realised if 
it exported freely and imported 
nothing. That all trade is Tanda- 
mentally barter,and that theforeigner 
cannot take China's products unless 
China takes the foreigner's manufac- 
tures in exchange, has never dawned 
onhim. A gold standard is to him 
a “foreign custom,” and that is 
enough to condemn it. He ignores 
entirel; ae fact that so far from the 
United States trying to impose this 
reform on China, the United States 
was asked by China to suggest how 
the difficulties she was experiencing 
from the constant decline in the 
value of silver and its fluctuations, 
could be best met. If he: had re- 
membered this, he could not possibly 
have written: “The scheme. ot 
Jenks aims at taking ‘away ‘our 
wealth and seizing the control of our 
finances. His scheme ‘is most 
poisonous to the welfare of’ the 
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State, and. the calamity which will 
accrue therefrom will be at once 
visible to all.” In pity we must 
hope that he did not write the 
memorial, but thatone of his an 
foreign secretaries is the real culprit, 
and that he only put his name to it, 
without knowing what it contained. 
Possibly we may trace his own hand 
in the following modifying para- 
h :-n* Now Commissioner Jenks 
come to China under instructioss 
of. the U. S. Government. The 
United States has always been moat 
friendly towards China, and I think 
therefore Commissioner Jenks was 
imbued with-a real anxiety to benefit 
our country and wished to introduce 
a scheme. to rescue:the financial oon- 
dition of Chins.” Even this grudg- 
ing admission is.followed by further 
attacks on the Professor and his 
scheme, ‘The demand for a gold 
‘standard is represented as “an un- 
reasonable ou'cry,” supported by 
“specious arguments,”and the Throne 
is warned that “ of outsiders who are 
scheming to get contro! of China’s 
finances there are not a few.” 
The -latest American mail has 
brought us copies of the latest 
jet, & book of 87 pages, by 
Professor Jenks, “ Considerations on 
a New Monetary System for China,” 
issued‘ by the Commission on In- 
ternational Exchange of the U.S. of 
America. ‘Let the Yacseey Asia 
this: pamphlet ‘fully and faithfully’ 
transhated, and study it carefully. 
He will find all his objections 
answered in it, and if he will ponder 
it with an open mind, throwing off 
for thé occasion his anti-foreiyr 
prejudices, he will be sorry that, he 








‘ever lent the weight of his waning 
fame to the Memorial of which we 
have just printed a translation.

We sympathise with the com- 
piler in his regret at, this unfortunate 
occurrence, but rejoice that the author's 
retentive memory and indomitable per- 
severance have enabled him to reproduce 
so many of them.

In Linoyang Dr. A. M, Westwater had 
been appointed our representative to 
work in concert with the magistrate and 
guilds. A hospital was equipped for the 
wounded, and a refuge established with 
accommodation for three hundred people. 
On the 13th of Augnst Dr. Westwater 
met the magistrate and guilds and 
formally took over the premises they had 
fitted up at their own expense, Dr. West- 
water undertaking from that date the 
management of the institution on the 
understanding that the refuge and its 
accounts would be entirely under his 
control, assisted by a depnty appointed 
by thei, ‘This was agreed to, and tho 
officials have worked in fullest harmony 
with the Society from the first. 

Tn Mukden we had appointed Dr. 
Christio and the Rev. J. W. Inglis to 
represent the Society, and they were 
strengthened by the appointment of two 
officinls, viz., Taotai Tan aud Mr. Hau, 
whom H. E. the Tartar General sent to 
assist, Hospital accommodation was 
arranged for, as it was deemed probable 
that there wonld be many Chinegs wound- 
ail none the gity. 


Frox Serres! 
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In Hsinmintun we had appointed Dr. 
8. L. Learmouth to work in harmony 
with the local magistrate and the 
Society's agents slready there, more 
particularly to look after local refugees 
who might be temporarily driven from 
their homes. 

And in view of contingencies north of 
Mukden we had appointed Mr. O'Neill 
and Dr. Muir to act for us in conjano- 
tion with the local authorities of ‘Tieh- 
ling, Fakumén, and Kaiyuan. Aecom- 
modation for refugees was provided at 
Fakumén, and hospital equipment at 
Kaiyuan. 

More recently the Committee appoint- 
ed Mr. Hunter of Knangning as their 
representative there, and arrangements 
are now being made by him in co-opera- 
tion with Mr. Chéng, the district magis- 
trate, for receiving refugees. 

‘At Linoyang everything remained por- 
fectly normal uutil the fighting began. 
No refugees were reported to have come 

on the 28th Angust. Aud on the 30th 
Dr. Westwater, writing on the evening 
of “a fearful day of continuous artillery 
fire” told us that “the refuge is full; 
nearly 200 have come in, mostly women 
and children. I have forty babies on hand, 
and what I shall do to-morrow I know 
not. We must.got anothor compound.” 
From that day refugees began to pour 
in, Another building was provided. Four 
hundred and fifty, chiefly women and 
children, were reported on the 12th 
Soptember. They overflowed into an old 
roofless granary, on the spacious floor 
of which whole farilies camped out 
and were thankfal. On the 25th eight 
hundred were reported, and from time to 
time the number has gone on increxsing 
nutil now Dr. Westwater has probably a 
family of over a thousand of the most 
destitute, for it is only for this class that 
he lays himself out. 

‘As the winter drew near camping out 
in the old granary was out of the ques- 
tion, and the guilds again came to the 
of Dr. Westwater, and pro- 
vided a large establishment of thirty-five 
rooms, suitably fitted with warm kangs. All 
the availableaccommodation has long since 
been occupied, and the cry is, “still 

In a recent communication 
: “Last night I 
fully the east rofuge 
register, and was compelled to weed ont 
some half a dozen families to inake 
room for still more needy cases 
from the front. ‘They all protested and 
appealed to be allowed to stay on, and it 
neods a hard heart to withstand their 
ploading, but what can one do? The 
cases coming in now are in an actually 
destitute condition. They had been 
ving underground and would have 
gladly remained, but the military 
ted on their leaving, and they had to 
go. Our refuges aro crammed to their 
utmost capacity and refugees aro still 
coming in. I am not given to extend 
help unless I see urgent need, but I mast 
say if we have many moro like the cases 
which have been arriving lately we must 
find some means of extending our pre- 
mises.” 

‘The conditions grew worse after the 
fighting was over. Many of the houses 
had been wrecked, windows and doors 
having all been breken up during the 









































































firewood or defensive purposes by the 
Russian troops. And when the plain to 
the sonth was at last clear of soldiers it 
was the beginning of winter, and too lat 
to make the houses habitable. ‘Then the 
cold weather caused the troops, both Rus- 














sian and Japsuese, to oogupy the villages 
to the north of fhe city, and the die 


battle, and many of the roofs as well for | 
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ossessed inhabitants were fain to flee t 
Lisoyang for refuge. Even from Shibl 
ho and Shaho—sixty and eighty li dis- 
tant—they came, utterly forlorn; some 
driven, some burned out of their houses. 
One family of eight escaped from their 
burning homestead, having saved one 
qnilt among them. They, with many 
others, wandered about for a month of 
the coldest weather we have had, driven 
from pillar to post, until they’ drifted 
near Liaoyang, heatd of the refuge and 
at last found a home. 

Besides those sheltered and fed by tho 
Society there are thousands of refugees 
in Liaoyang who are quartered in various 
parts of the city, little relief from 
the officials appointed hy the Tartar 
General, and, having « little grain and 
fuel of their own, contrive to get along. 
Our object is to receive the utterly des- 

















j titute only, and leave the rest to local 


charity and the assistance of friends. 

The story of the wounded refugees 
deserves » page to itsolf. 
day of the Liaoyang battle 
and children were brought in, all of them 
wounded with shrapnel and covered with 
soot and débris of the “kang,” beside 
which they had been crouching when the 
burst in upon them. There 
wore thirty people in the house. T! 
half were wounded and brought in, the 
other half were killed. This was the re- 
sult of one shell in one house. 

September 3rd was “ black Saturday” 
in Liaoyang. Shells wero bursting every- 
where all over the ci Many Chinese 
‘were killed, and the wounded were brought 
in scores to the hospital ; some of them 
only to die. During that fatefal Saturday 
and the following Sunday two hundred and 
fifty wounded Chinese passed through the 
doctor’s hands, Not only the hospit 
but the refuge and the mission cot 
ite all requisitioned. “It took 
us all our time during those two da; 
giving first ai But very soon the 
cases wore sifted, the less serious went 
home, returning daily for dressing, and 
the rest—the 200 shell wounds—with them 
it was a bal with death. Some died, 
of course, and all of them who ed, 
will bear the marks of that black Satur- 
day for life. But many a mother got 
her child, and many a child its mother, 
very much pain was eased, and infinite 
suffering arrested, by the noble efforts of 
. Westwater, and those who were 
associated with him. And to him and 
them this Society owes a debt of grati- 
tude. 

Reference has been made to the cordial 
assistance given by the then Lisoyang 
magistrate, Mr. Chien, and the members 
of the guilds. A few doys after the 
Japanese occupation, a pleasing 
‘occurred which has already been repo 
but which deserves a place in a detail 
report as showing the sympathy ant 
interest of the Japanese military authori- 
es in the benevolent work of the 
society. I shall tell it in Dr, Wostwater’s 
own words: “The day bofore yesterday 
(10th September) General Fukushima 
called and accompanied mo to the h 
pital and refuge. He was greatly inter- 
ested and thanked me cordially for what 
wo had done, expressing at the emo 
time his great regret that so much distress 
had been caused to the Chinese during 
the recent operations. Hoe, along: with 
the Surgeon-General, carefully inspected 
both institations, and offered any assist- 
‘ance I required. Yesterday he returned 
and said he hsd been sent by the Oom- 
mander-in-Chief to enquire for the 
wounded, and to thank me in bis nam 
At the eame time he presented a donation 
of ® thousand dollars to the hospital 
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‘This kindly message was to the 
patients. We then went to the refuge, 
and when the inmates wore all assomblod 
in the middle- com; ‘a like message 
of sympathy was delivered and another 
sum of s thousand dollars given towards 
the funds of the refuge. It was a wonder- 
ful sight to see the women and bairns 
—about four hundred and fifty of them 
—bowing and kowtowing their thanks, 
‘and begging his Excellency to arrange 
for their speedy return to their homes.” 
Barly ia September refugees began to 
arrive in Mukden. They came either 
from the seat of war in the south, 
generally coming in empty-handed, or 
from anywhere, to get away, from the 
storm which they saw to be brewing. 
Just at first we had no promises ready to 
receive refugees; outdoor relief, however, 
was organised, and about the ‘middle of 
September, immediately after the rotreat 
of the Russians from Lisoyang, five 
hundred were reported as receiving relief 
from us, while the Tartar General in the 
west suburb had established a refuge 
and was housing about a thousand. The 
migration from villages south of Mukden 
was gonoral. Tho wholo of tho plain, 
with ite hundreds of villages, was turned 
into an armed camp. Crops and houses 
wore destroyed, and the terror-stricken 
people fied poll-moll. Every day brought 
ita new accession of refugees. The stroots 
in aome places were blooked with home- 
Joss women and jchildron, half of them 
sitting on the ground. It was woll that it 
was summer, and camping out was possi. 
blo for the homeless crowds. Mr. Inglis 
and # largo staff of assistants had a diffi- 
ult task for many days, taking namos, 
investigating their conditions, weeding 
ont the less nesdy. By and by a few 
houses wore got as refuges and were im- 
mediately filled ; over a thousand being 
housed and fed. Then came the battle 
of Shaho, and the number advanced by 
Tesps and bounds. Writing on the 22ad 
of October Mr. Inglis reports: “Tho 
rush of ro since the late fighting 
has boon different from that after the 
retreat from Liaoyang. Then everyone 
who could do so brought in bis household 
effects, fuel and grain. influx was 
general from all parts whore the army 
was encamped. After the army advanced 
southward many of these people returned 
to their homes. and harvesting became 
general wherever the crop had not been 
absolutely destroyed. Boginning with the 
13th there has boon a now inrush of 
fagoos ; this time from a limited ares, via., 
between the fighting line and the 
Hon. From tho actual front the whole 
ition seoms to be coming in, and 
most of the people bring nothing with 
them. Tho Hun river is running 
deep and is not fordable for carte 
in many places, hence many have 
been compelled to leave their sup- 
plies behind. Only womon are allowed 
to croas the Russian bridges, and several 
have been drowned in the river.” To 
accommodate the multitude additional 
house room had to be provided, and 
through the kind offices of the Tartar 
Goneral and his deputies we were able 
to secure buildings in the north, south 
and east suburbs, for use as refuges. 
Among the buildings thus utilised are 
the Mission College, Mission Com- 
the Chékiang Guild Hall, the 
Min-Ché Guild Hall, Yi Ho Tien 
(an inn), Yi Ho Yuen (Merchant 
Compound), San I temple, and Tien Chi 












































Rents, however, were not high, and the 
Gailds hall and temples were given rent 
free. Every available corner is occupied, 
even the open corridors between the 
main buildings of the Tien Chi temple 
have been boarded up and made habit- 
able, notwithstanding the strong objec- 
tion’ of the priests, who insisted that 
Buddha required the free use of tl 

corridors for passing to and fro between 
the various shrines. Dug-outs were also 
made, and we have at the present 
moment 7,200 who are regularly fed and 
comfortably housed. Besides there is 
accommodation reserved for a thousand 
‘moro if the need should arise. How long 
this work will continue it is impossible 
meantime to say. In any caso the 
majority will remain on our hands till 
wall on in Spring, as they are homeless 
and without food, and many of the 
women and children for a much longer 














period. 

Dr. Christie has done noble service for 
the Society in Mukden. Not only has 
he placed his hospital and well-trained 
native staf at the disposal of the Society 
but he has also thrown himself with great 
energy and enthusiasm into the work of 
caring for the sick and wounded refugees. 
In addition to 
soores after the battle of Shaho, he has 
had to fight with fever and small-pox 
among the unwounded refugees. “ There 
has been,” he writes, “a great deal of sick 
nhoas among the refugeos, especially small- 
pox and measles, and as our present 
hospitals are fall I am trying to rent 
‘another compound, so that all infectious 
cases can be at once isolated. An 
epidemic among » crowd would be di- 
sastrous.” Thero are now three hospitals 
in operation and an isolation hospital for 
small-pox patients, 

‘Among the wounded he has many very 
sorious cases ; one unfortunate labourer 
had no fewer than fifteen bayonet wounds 
in his body. The stories of suffering 
they had to tell wore simply heartrend- 
ing. When they came they wore utterly 
destitute, having had to flee in the dead 
of night empty-handed, and needed 
not only surgical treatment but food, 
clothing and bedding as well.” 

Bosidos this great sorvice in the hospi- 
tals Dr. Christio has had a large share in 
the splendid work which has been done 
by Mr. Inglis and his staff of nativ. 
helpers in feeding, clothing and housing 
the homeless multitude of refugee 

It was not till the ond of October that 
anything required to be done at Hain- 
mintun. Several families turned up aud 
were lodged in the Mission buildings. 
Tho Prefect, Mr. Chéng, assisted Dr. 
Learmouth in getting house aecommoda- 
tion, which was difficult to get, owing to 
the number of families from the war- 
affected area who had rented houses on 
thoir own account. Many of tho first- 
comers supported themselves; they hailed 
from north of the fighting line, and were 
able to bring their grain with them. A 
wook or two later they began to pour in 
from the region south-west of Mukden, 
having been driven out by the Russian 
troops on the fighting line. The troops 
had destroyed their crops, occupied their 
houses and commandeered their cattle. 
As there was no room in Hsirmintun Dr. 
Loarmouth has arranged for their accom- 
modation in premises at a village two 
stations down the line, where they are 
now domiciled under the care of re- 
sponsible agents. Dr. Learmouth writes

The refugees state 
that in the districts east of the Liao 
there are many families in a like home- 
less condition, and that their only re- 
treat isin the direction of Kuangning. 
This city is well suited for relief opera: 
tions. It is clear of the war area, grain 
and fuel are comparatively cheap, and 
house accommodation can be got without 
much difficulty. 

As for Fakumén and Kaiynan our men 
have not, as yet, beon called upon to do 
anything, but it is a satisfaction to know 
that if the call comes they are ready. 














DISTRIBUTION OF CLOTHING AND GRAIN, 

Many of tho refugees were unprepared 
in respect of clothing for the rigour of a 
Manchurian winter. When the cold 
season set in, it told very seriously on the | 
old and very young, among whom there 
have beon many deaths, Many had only 
a single ragged garment when they eamo, 
and it was absolutely necossary that 
something should be done in the way of 
roviding warm clothing. Dr, Christie 
‘asked for 5,000 suits of wadded garments, 
while Dr. Westwater wrote: Send me as 
many wadded garments as you can, con- 
sistent with the needs of other places. I 
can use as many as you aro able to send. 
From the Society in Shanghai we got 
5,000 suits. Materials wore forwarded to 
Mukden and Hsinmintun for «thousand 
more, which were made up into garments 
by the refugee women themselves. From 
Tientsin and Newchwang wo got in 
various ways 3,000 suits, and altogothor 
9,000 suits (18,000 picoos) of wadded 
garmonts have been distributed by us in 
Mukden, Lisoyang, Hsinmintun, and 
Haichéng districts. 

‘Through the courtecy of the Japanose 
military authorities the Committee was 
enabled to send a deputy to investigate 
the condition cf those districts south and 
east of Haichéng which had beon d 
vastated by the war. It was found that 
in many places the standing crops had 
been either partially or totally destroyed, | 
that in some districts there was no grain 
excopt what was imported from 
tance, and that the price of grain and 
fuel was from threo to five times the 
rate. Large numbers of very | 
poor, it was feared, would be in dire 
straits if no help was held out to them, 
and it was resolved to make careful in- 
tigation and distribute relief in grain. 
H.E. the Tartar-General again gav. 
proof of his deep sympathy with the 
people's distress by sending usa donation 
of $15,000, which was spent in the pur- 
chase of grain ‘at Western Chinchou, 
whence it was transported free to Tien- 
chuangtai by the Imperial Railway. 
From Tiencbuangtai the grain was con- 
veyed in carts to various centres in the 
Lisoyang, Haichéog, and Kaichou districts j 
and has been distributed among 
5,000 of the most necessitous families 
in those regions. Another distribution 
will require to be made before the winter 
is over.

Chinese merchants who have branch 
agencies in Chinese Turkestan have ro- 
ceived letters and telegrams asking. that 
no more goods be sent to Turkestan 
owin to the unsettled state of affairs 
there and the invasion of Rassian troops. 
‘Those dispatches report that brigandage 
ia rampant in both Ili and Kashgaria 
foud has arisen between Chinese Budd- 
hists and the Mahomedan element, who 
‘are composed of Turkis (the indigenous 
population) and Tunganis. (Chinese 
‘Mussulmans), faction fights are of almost 
daily occurrence in the streets of Kash- 
gar and Knldja; and finally, under the 
pretence of protecting their Mahomedan 
subjects in Kashgar and Kuldja, Russian 
troops are pouring into Chinese Turkes- 
tan and refuse to reoross the borders. 
Under the circumstance, Chinese mer- 
chants are closing their shops, and many 
are returning to China Proper, as it is 
generally believed. that there will be 
another Mabomedan rebel in Kash- 
gar and Ili against the Government, 
openly fostered by the Russians.

THE MEDICAL 
MISSIONARY 
ASSOCIATION 
CONFERENCE. 


The Conference of the China Medical 
jionary Association which was brought 
to a conclusion on Wednesday, is the 
second conference of the kind held in 
Chins, fifteen years ago (1890) being the 
first occasion of gathering medical mis- 
sionaries together to consider the problem 
of their work. 

It has been decided to hold s confer- 
ence every three years commencing with 
one in 1907. Atthe present gathering 
no less than forty-two missionaries, re- 
prosenting twenty-four societios, met for = 
period of three days (Monday to Wednes- 
day, 6th to 8th February). Such questions 
as the production of suitable medical 
literature in the Chinese language for 
students and qualified Chinese practi- 
tioners, the bringing out of a uniform 
series of books of study, and the intro- 
standard set of terms, and 
stem, were discussed, and an 
exhibit of medical and scientific litera- 
ture in Chinese showed the excellent 
work already accomplished, but em- 
phasised the need for more being done in 
this direction. Dr. Neal, of Shantunz, 
and Dr. Cousland, of Ch‘sochonfu, South 
China, and others who have done such 
indefatigable work on the Nomenclature 
Committes, well deserved the hearty 
thanks accorded to them. It is interest- 
ing to know that Union Medical Schools 
have been «lready started in Peking, 
Stanghai, and Canton, and are conte 
plated the plans for one in 
ing almost complete. 

These schools train in the Chi 
language, Medical training is also giv 
in English to Chinese students who have 
gone through a preliminary course of 
study in that language. Some of Dr. 
Boone’s students of St. Luke's Hospital, 
Ghanghai, have gone as surgeons to South 

Africa. Before being appointed they 
had to pass the test of a Bowd of 
Examiners in Tientsin. 

[te was the feeling of the Conferense 
that both methods of training were 
necessary as, at most, not more than sm 
fifth of the medical students knew cuffi- 
cient English to study in that lang 

‘The question of publishing © Medical 
Journal in Chinese was also brought 
before the Conference. Many interest- 
ing papers were read on medical and 
surgical subjects. Dr. Boone, who so 
kindly provided s room for the meetings, 
has done the major part of the organising 
of the Conference. He and Mrs. Boone 
welcomed the delegates at « reception on 
Wednesday evening between 8 p.m. and 
10 p.m. 

The Association is deeply indebted to 
him. A photograph of the missionaries 
attending the Conference was taken on 
Thursday morning, followed by a tour of 
inspection of St. Lak i 
ducted by Dr. Boor 
most successful gathering was brought to 
aconclusion. A forward movement will 
certainly be the outcome. 

Over $400 were subsoribed to aid the 
Publication Committee in their important 
work of providing a uniform series of 
textbooks in Chinese for medical students.

SCUEME. 


(Srzciatty ‘I'RANSLATED FOR THE 
“N.C, Dany News.”) 

‘A momorial, explaining that, in the 
writer's opinion and personal experience, 
any attempt at putting a fictitious detor- 
minate value on gold in order to bring 
about a gold standard, inst the true 
interests of China and would be con- 
ducive to her harm, in her present con- 
dition, rather than advantage; and 
further that no matter whether the power 
bo given to foreigners to bring about or 
not, such a scheme should not by any 
moans be permitted. 

With reference to the action of tho 
Usited States Government in 
High Commissioner to China in the

allow representatives of various countries 
the privilege of interfering therein. 

Tu the First Clause of Commis- 
ionor Jouks’s scheme, he says that

faim at satisfying the demands of the 
Powors to whom she owes her Indemnity. 
In the Third Clause he says that in 
starting this scheme the Chinese Govern- 
ment should appoint a foreigner to take 
up the duty of Director of the Mint who 
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wwe the chief control of the cur- 
renoy of China. He should have several 
suitable persons to assist him in super- 
intending the coining of copper cash and 
other matters which the Director of the 
Mint shall appoint. In the Fourth Clause 
he says that the Director of the Mint 
all every 1nonth draw up a report giving 
tails of the state of the currency in 
which he shall also state the amount 
of money in circulation, the amount 
of loans, and the amount of bills 
of exchange bought by foreign countries, 
ete.

Should, for instance, these arbit- 
rary laws be enforced by coercion it 
merely comes to this that the riches of 
merchants of inland citi i 
obtained for the Government only to be 
poured out again into the coffers of foreign 
countries. Moreover the rate of exchange 
for gold sovereigns and silver bullion 
is telegraphed throughout the four 
quarters of the globe and also published 
in all newspapers. If there is a d 
to give cheap prices for the purchase 
of dear gold, the people of the country 
would prefer to take out their hoards 
of old gold utensils and ornaments, aud 
merchants who have obtained gold ore 
from their m 4 soll them at good 
prices to foreigners to export abroad ; 
what man would cxre to sell his gold to 
the officials at x low prico? Hence the 
prospect held out of obtaining » profit 
of twenty per cont on gold is one that 
cannot be reatised. Should it be decided 
arbitrarily to raise the price of silver 
money nnd the Government forcibly 
compel the people to accept thirty-two 
taels of silver for one tael of gold, whose 
forty tacls, the people will 
inly enhance their prices for gools, 
1g those which cost them thirty- 
to produce to be priced at 
Thus there will be mutual 
riminations and 
deceptions on all sides, anda lot of 
trouble resulting to the advantage and 
benefit of no-oue. Hence the proposed 
profit of twenty per cont on the coinage 
of silver money will not be possible 
of accomplishment. 


Again, the proposal to compel the 
people to uso the nowly-strack, silver 
coins to pay their old debts appears to 
mo to be even more harsl aud unreason- 
able; while fictitiously to enhance the 
value of the new coins by force to pay 
is to be feared that the 
difficulties for such a course will be too 
many nor cau such a aystem Inst long. 
Indeed, while there is fear that such coins 
cannot be made to pass current through- 
out the Empire; can there on the other 
hand be any prospect in forcibly making 
the people use then to pay off old 
debts? Once a law like this be ised 
merchants and people in the various 
provinces of the Empire will imme- 
diately find their means of borrowing 
money blocked. ‘There will be soon seen 
creditors pressing debtors; shops and 
firms going into bankruptcy ; robberies 
and bickerings and the like. “Merchants 
and traders will be closing their doors 






















































































and stop business, the poor will be 
poorer still, and the rich become poverty- 
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stricken. Rebellion will then be at once 
seen stalking about the land. Not only 
will there be therefore no chance of ob- 
taining twenty por cent profit, it isto 
be feared indeed, on the contrary, that 
there will be one hundred per cent of 
calamity for us instead. Moreover, the 
profit which it is claimed can be obtained 
from the coining of new money is merely 
an arbitrary assertion. In striking large 
and decimal coins it is not necessary to 
Iver pure and simple; one can put 
in an alloy of one-tenth copper and 
spelter for the large coins, and a little 
over one-tenth alloy for the smiall coins. 
‘The Government coins the money and 
the people use them. There is more 
mand for the large coin or dollar, and 
in the making of these, after deducting 
expenses, the profit accruing cannot be 
said to be very great. As regards the 
atriking of these eoins although the profit 
is small the demand is large and hence 
while Government is benefited there is 
no harm done to the people. If, indeed, the 
prosent silver coins can be made current 
throughout the whole of our Empire, 
in twonty years the large number of 
them struck would of course bring 
large profit to the Goverament. This, 
gf course, is the prerogative of the 
‘Throne, honestly and uprightly gained, 
and peacefully turned out, ‘There is not 
tho lightest uccessity of using the 
services of outsiders to control our mints 
nor ie there any nocessity to start laws 
which will only coerce and hurt our 

















people. 

If we follow the suggestion of compelling 
our peoplo to give the Government forty 
to one gala at the rate of thirty-two to 
one and then consider the gain of eight as 
tho profit to be obtained from the mint, 
thin is merely a roundabout way of im- 
posing upon our people: using force to 
coorce them. How can any call such 
procedure by the name of profit? If, 
again, it does actually follow accordin, 
to the suggestions made, that there 
in a profit of twenty per cent, 
among foreign countries, who are the 
cloverest at casting up’ figures, those 
that aro tho woalthiest and the most 
powerful, with tho rosou:ces at their 
command could easily make the profits 
out of their mints the principal sou: 
of their revenues and tbe base of thei 
financial status. “There will be enough 
for everything; what necessity then is 
there to exert themselves in such matters: 
as seoking revenues from the collection 
of duties and taxes? What necessity 
for starting manufactures: for opening 
new trade centres? Suggestions like 
thoso presented to our Government are 
indeud an attempt to take too great 
advantage over China's ignorance. 


‘As to tho question of » gold standard 
for China, those who wish our country 
to adopt foreign customs one and all 
advise such a thing. In your Mem 
ri humble opinion however, hi 
should not be permittod. I find that in 
foreign countries previous to a hundred 
years ago while commerce began to 
increase, the prices of goods went up, the 
people became prosperous, daily expenses 
bocante groater,and the currency was cither 
silver, or silver and gold, both of which 
were equally used. Within the past 
one hundred years many of the countrie 
of Europe began gradually to adopt 
gold currency; while beginning from 
thirty years ago until now the various 
countries undermentioned have all adopt- 
ed the gold'standard. This was because 
commerce Was increasing daily ; expenses 
were daily multiplying; and the prices 
of goods were daily becoming dearer.

‘sn individuals daily amounted 
to less than one silver dollar. Hence it 
was found more convenient to use gold 
money. This is not the case with  Ouinn, 
Our people are poor; goods are cheap; 
labour very moderate, waile Chinose are 
economical in their food and their daily 
expenses. It was therefore necessary to 
use copper cash as 8 medium of 
exchange. Amongst the poor, a per- 
son's daily expenses for food’ mount 
only to an average of twenty copper 
cash. Among those of medium means 
& man daily spends on his food some 
sixty or seventy cash only. It is 
only in the sea-coast and riverine 
treaty ports and large cities that silver 
bullion and silver dollars aro inter-used, 
but in the inland towns and cities trade 

in loeal products, be the amounts large 

or small, the om is computed in cop- 

per cash only. Although in large trade 

transactions silver bullion may be accept- 

ed in payment the accounts at any rate 

are always kept on copper cash basis. 

On an average in the two Kuang and 

Yun-Kusi provinces and the maritime 

cities and market towns of the provinces 

of Ki and Chékiang, the propor- 

tion of those who use silver money or 

bullion is about seven or eight-tenths, + 
and those using copper cash about from 
two to three-tenths. Up the Yangtze, 
in the market towns and cities on the 
northern and southern banks of the river, 
ilver money and coppor cash are about 
used; while inland, north and 
south of either bank of the Yangtze, 
silver is little used, the great medium of 
exchange being copper cash. In the pro- 
vinces on the north and south of the 
great lakes ninety-nine out of one hun- 
dred use copper cash, and only one or 
two in s hundred uso silver. Taking 
China as a whole, although silver and cop- 








those using copper-cash is ton times 
greater than silver. In a word, the 
jovernment casts up its accounts in 
silver, while the masses do so in copper 
cash. As a matter of fact, although for- 
eigners call our country a silver currency 
Empire, the truth is we are really a 
copper currency country. China is not 
Tike foreign countries, where goods 
are dear and money plenty, and who so 














find it more convenient’ to use a 
gold currency. In Chinw’s present 
circumstances, if it is desired to esta- 





blish a gold standard not only is there 
no gold in the country for the purpose, 
but even if there were, it would not suit 
‘our condition to doso. | Moreover, Jenks's 
scheme does not advise us to strike gold 
coins ourselves, but his object is to 
place a fictitious vaine on gold, so as to 
the value of our new silver coinage ; 
to coerce our merchants and people in 
the inland towns to accept these coins as 
we order. This islike a country brave 
bullying his simple and easily-imposed- 
upon fellow villagers, and therefore hard 
to allow. 


Moreover should Chiua, sctually sell 
goods abroad on the gold basis suggested, 
it is all the more unreasonable to expec: 
us to give silver to purchase gol! abroad, 
at foreign market rates, for the pucpose of 
paying our debts. This is exceedingly 
unlikely, although the object seems to be 
to try to equalise the price of gold to pay 
the Indemnity. But if we can equalise 
the price of gold in China we cannot do so 
in foreign countries. It will therefore be so 
much labour lost, and only stir up trouble 
and strife throughout the whole Empii 
whilst on the other hand there is nothing

As to Commissioner Jenks’s proposal to 
establish branch offices in foreign countries 
to do exchange business in order to pur- 
chase gold bills of exchange, I dare not 
Venture to assert any knowledge that 
foreign merchants will put faith in any 
branch office like this of ours.

We now also 
wish to establish branch offices for the 
same purpose in order to snatch away 
their profits, Should theso foreiyn in- 
itutions combine to crush us, it will 
follow that their resources will be 
measurably superior to ours, while we 
will be only one against many. What 
chance will there be for us to oppose 
them? Without money, without capital, 
and with little power at our back, what 
chance caa there be for a single, solitary 
country to try to lay down the law, so to 
speak, as to what should be the price of 
gold and “do” s» many countries in the 
exchange business in order to procure 
ome benefit vut of an inflated currency ? 
‘sa matter of fact this is walking in the 
th of rain and bankruptoy, without 
loubt. Permit your Mujesties’ Memor- 
inlist to go a step further. Every one 
knows ‘ha€ the price of gold sovereigas is 
daily advancing. Ido not know how many 
ther» are who wish to make China a coun- 
try vf no ambitions; with no honourable 
inspirations to advance an’ progress ; with 
no other obj ot than to get her t» pay her 
Tademnity ; to borrow foreign money ; and 
to purchase foreign machi 
rials, especially ata time 
gol is high. Forsooth, a calamity indeed. 
If we are se-king to make ourselves the 
people of « powerful Empire we should 
aspice to bring about substantial nd 
tangibls things ; we should encourage and 
increase home products ; make our inland 
towns aad cities prosperous by encouraging 
manufactures and constructing machinery 
ourselves for the purpos» ‘Then, even 
though gold rise abnormally, the hurt to 
us therefrom will be small while the 
benefits 10 us will he great. We need 
have wothing to fear, for with silver cheap

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MUNICIPAL FINANCE. 


WE have received an advance copy 
of the Municipal Budget for the 
coming year. It isa little late, but 
this may well be forgiven considering 
the care and devation to economy 
with which it has evidently been 
prepared. ‘The principle adopted by 
the outgoing Council has evidently 
been to draw as little as ible 
upon the future, the sum which it is 
proposed to raise by debentures 

ing only a trifle more than the 
amount of loan which is to be paid 
off. The leading figures are as 
follows :—

In the five main sources of ordinary 
income there was an increase of 7} to 
15 per cent over the amounts received 
in 1903, a most eminently satisfactory 
result, considering that it was a year

| Of the total, amounting to Tis. 
1,505,400, the Chinese roughly pay 
rather more than half, exclusive of 
heir share of the wharfage dues; 
ut considering that the Chinese 

pulation is some fifty times as large 
ns the forcign, they cannot complain 
of being unfairly treated. Per eapita, 
they arevery lightly taxed,considering 
she protection and the amenities 
they enjoy under our municipal rule. 
[t must always be remembered that 
shoir residence in the Settlement is 
ba sufferance and not by right, 


Wehave drawn attention more 
than once in these columns to the 
injustice hitherto suffered by those 
who pay the foreign house tax in 
comparison with those who pay the 
land tax. The former were taxed 
to the last cent of the rents they 
paid, while the latter only paid on 
three-quarters of the assessed value 
of theic land, and every sale of land 
recorded during the past year has 
shown that this assessed value is 
below, and generally very much 
below, the market value. At last, 
we note with satisfaction, the Council 
has decided to do away with this 
rebate of 25 per cent, this being a 
rough-and-ready, though really in- 
sufficient, substitute for a new! 
assessment. The land tex this year 
is accordingly estimated to produce 
Tis. 400,000 against last year's Tis, 
299,500. The general imunicipal 
rate is estimated to produce Tis. 
672,000 against Tls. 669,200 in 1904, 





a decidedly conservative estimate, 
Wharfage dues in the last quarter of 
1904 brought in the record sum of 
Tis. 52,000; the estimate of Tis. 
180,000 for the whole year 1905 is 
based on the total receipts in 1904, 
Tis, 180,200. License fees are 
estimated to produce Ts. 340,350, 
an apparent decline on the amount 
received iv 1904, Tis. 356,500. This 
is partly due to the municipal 
market fees, Tis. 21,500, being 
put under a separate heading, as 
being, strictly speaking, rent paid 
for the shop or space occupied. We 
are glad to see that sedan chairs are! 
to be licensed; the space they! 
ocoupy in our over-crowded thorough- | 
fares is excessive, considering thaty 
each only takes one passenger, and ! 
the time bss certainly come to 
discourage them, though the old 
resident regrets tkem sometimes in 
bad weather, when his carriage or 
ricsha cannot take him right up to the 
shelter of the door he is seeking. As 
some of the existing license fees are 
to be increased, it must be very safe 
to estimate the total revenue from 





this source at, ‘so little above last 
year's, 

Turning to the expenditure, we 
find an increase in the police force, 
which is undoubtedly required as the 
Settlement continues to grow. Is will 
be noticed with satisfaction that 
there is reason to expect a larger 


the gaol from the prisoners’ labour. 
Tne health department is to be 
congratulated on the fact that it 
proposes, by means of more economi- 
cal administration, etc., to use Tis 
10,000 less of the public funds than 
last year, without any diminution in 
efficiency. A long paragraph is 
devoted to the engineer's depart- 
ment, the total net ordinary expendi- ~ 
ture on which 1s estimated at Ts. 
224,700. ‘This is money well spent, 
as oue has only got to look round 
him to see, and every visitor to 
Shanghai is fall of praise of the 
department presided over by Mr. 
Mayne, “The estimate for the secre- 
tariat is Tis.’ 106,920, a very liberal 
sum. The fire brigade takes Ts, 
25,250, the volunteer force Ts. 27,722, 
and while the public baud takes Tis, 
22,000, the whole educational grant, 
including the net cost of the foreign 
and native public schools, only 
amounts to Tis. 22,255. General 
charges are estimated at Tls. 10,305; 
net interest at Tis. 89,400; and 
repayment of previous borrowings, 
‘Tis. 104,560, against the amount of 
debentures to be issued, Tls. 120,000. 
With Tis, 17,200 for stock and stores, 
the total estimate of ordinary expendi- 
ture is brought up to the sum pre- 
viously mentioned, Tis. 1,349,200; a 
distinctly woderate sum considering 
what a great city the International 
S-ttlement has become, and that the 
needs of the future as well as the 
present have to be regarded in fram- 
ing the budget. 

‘The extraordinary expenditure bas 
been very strictly kept down. The 
estimates include Ts. 23,000 for 
the addition to the public garden, 
a most valuable improvement; 
certain bridges and bunding for 
the Hongkew Creek, which are 
being constructed in return for large 
free surrenders of land for roads; 
and Tls. 110,000 for land for new 
roads and their construction. The 
Council explain that “ :nuch difficulty 
has been experienced by the finance 
committee, when compiling this 
budget, in selecting from the en- 
gineer’s list submitted the items 
which are most urgent; there re- 
main many other public works of 
the first importance, which are now 
excluded on financial grounds, but 
which will have to be undertaken 
in the near future.” A list with the 





contribution towards the expense of | cost of some of these is given, and 
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with regard to the last of them, 
“new godown accommodation for the 
engineer's department with quarters 
for the outdoor staff, Tis, 34,00,” 
it is observed that “ the second Butt 
lot remains available for sale, and it 
is possible that during the year the 
proceeds thereof may be applied to 
this purpose. Whatever steps are 
taken, however, in the matter_will 
involve no ‘farther’ call upon” the 
estimates.” 

It is obvious that in framing the 
budget for this year, the outgoing 
Council have been guided by the 
injunction to eut-your coat according 
to your cloth, ‘and if the incoming 
Council succeed in endiag the year 
with the proposed eurplus or any- 
thing.like it, the community may 
well be proud of its municipal 
government.

There will be judgment for tho 
plaintiffs in the eum of fifty taels.

It has been running night and day 
but such is the demand 
onvenient coins that it is 
deemed necessary to put up a branch 
mint in another part of the city. The 
new mint will be located near the Chien- 
tang gate. Work has already been 
begun upon the buildings and one of the 
canals of the city is being widened and 
deepened in order to facilitate the 
bringing in of the heavy boil 
machinery. This will be the fourth, if 
not fifth, mint built in Hangchow within 
the last seven years. One was torn down 
before it was completed and removed to 
another place. One for the coining of 
silver ten and twenty-cent pieces has 
long stood idle. We notice that there 
are a good many imperfect ten-cash 
pieces coming into citculation, which 
would seem to indicate a lack of proper 
oversight in the present mint.
